World's Strongest Atom-smasher 


Built in California University 


BERKLEY, Calif., March 16.— 
The University of California an- 
nounced today it has put into op- 
eration the most powerful -atom- 
smasher in the world, a new tool to 
reveal the still-unsolved mysteries 
of the atom. 


The new machine is called a 
Bevatron. It costs $9,000,000 to 
build and went into operation Feb. 
2. The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion provided the money.

Arming Nazis 


WARSAW, March 16.—A sharp 
warning that Poland would never 
agree to the revival of German 
militarism was given by Premier 
Bierut at the opening of the Sec- 
‘ond Congress of the Polish United 
Workers Party in Warsaw. 

- In his report as chairman of the 
Party, Bierut said that at the Ber- 
lin Conference the British and 
French foreign ministers admitted 
their proposals involved the risk 
of a revival of German militarism. 

“This risk is unacceptable to us 
‘when the most vital question of 
our security ,is concerned,” de- 
clared Bierut. 

Referring to Molotov’s proposals 
for a European Collective Security 
Pact, he said: “The Polish people, 
with the full force of their con- 
viction, based: on their historic ex- 
perience, declare their solidarity 
with ‘and support for this pact. 
Sooner or later the idea of collec- 
tive security will triumph.” 

“He made a special appeal for 
Franco-Polish solidarity against 
the rebirth of German militarism.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER'S TV appeal against 
a cut of income taxes for the small-incomed people could 


have been written in the office, of General Motors or any | 


other corporation. It was a clear-cut. presentation of the 
view that the country’s welfare can only be measured by 


the welfare of its rich. : 


‘The demagogic play in the introduction of the speech 


for public support on the ground that money is needed for 
a program of welfare measures is a fraud upon the people. 
Only one point in that program (if the recommendation is 


passed by Congress) holds some promise of improvement— 


on Social Security. But that won't cost the government a 
cent. It will come out of the Social Security deductions that 
went into effect for all wage earners. 

. No less a fake is the.claim that “on January 1 this year 
-your taxes were cut $5,000,000;000.” Any worker can check 
that by comparing tax deductions with 1953. 

For millions there was a tax increase because SS de- 
ductions went up. What the President should have ex- 
plained is how the tax deduction on Jan. 1 has benefited 
the high income people and the big bonanza that is in 
store for stockholders and investors if the new White 


House tax proposals become law. , 
But the most collossal fraud is the claim that the 


| ‘budget cannot be cut because 70 cents of every dollar for 


“defense” must not be touched. A $100 ‘increase’ in: ex- 
emptions the President claimed, would cut tax receipts 
$2,500,000,000. ‘That cannot be done because $400 mil- 
lion a year must go to the corrupt Formosa government 
of Chiang Kai-shek which, as the deposed so-called vice- 
president of his regime now in America charged, squanders 
it in graft and rackets. Another billion a year has‘to go 
to keep the war going in Viet Nam to keep its people in 
subjection to French imperialism—and more such money 


is promised. , More billions have to go to turn Pakistan, 
Japan, Turkey and numerous other areas into war bases. 

The big lie that America is in danger of invasion is 
‘costing the small-income people of America plenty, and 
the President frankly admits it.
